Halifax’s new brand is com¬ 
ing to city buses and fer¬ 
ries, and the director of 
the newly renamed Halifax 
Transit says it’s a change 
that will be followed by 
many more in the next few 
years. 

“We’re on the cusp of 
rolling out some really dis¬ 
tinct changes for transit in 
Halifax,” said Eddie Robar, 
standing in front of a bus 
sporting the much-debated 
blue and white logo at the 
Grand Parade Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

“With the new brand, 
it’s given us a great chance 
to precede that change ... 
with a new look, so kind of 
a rebirth of transit.” 

The name change from 


Metro Transit to Halifax 
Transit takes effect immedi¬ 
ately, but rebranding buses 
and ferries will take longer. 

About 70 of Haliax’s 300 
buses will be repainted this 
year as they undergo struc¬ 
ture work that requires re¬ 
moving and repainting the 
outer panels, with the re¬ 
mainder to follow over the 
next few years. 

The cost per bus is be¬ 
tween $3,000 and $4,000. 

Mayor Mike Savage said 
a new image is essential to 
improving the city’s pros¬ 
pects, but said the con¬ 
tinued rollout of the new 
brand would be done in a 
“measured” way. 

“We don’t paint buses 
at the cost of potholes, and 
we’re not going to paint 
vehicles at the expense of 
cutting grass,” he said. “It’s 
all about building a com¬ 
munity that people want to 
live in, invest in, and come 
to visit, and this will help 
that.” 

In addition to a new look, 
Robar said transit is about 
to undergo significant 
change on several fronts, 
from new infrastructure to 
technology upgrades.

The agency will also 
launch public consultations 
in the fall on a system-wide 
redesign of everything from 
routes to schedules. 

“We’ll be going back to 
the public with what we’ve 
heard from them, what we 
can do as a business to meet 
those needs, and the chal¬ 
lenges of the public, and 
we’ll be going back to con¬ 
sult on network designs and 
options moving forward,” 
said Robar.

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Howe’s lawyer asks judge 
for sentencing clarification

The new defence lawyer in the 
sexual assault case against Lyle 
Howe has asked for a clarifica¬ 
tion of the facts upon which 
his client’s sentencing will be 
based. 

Suspended Halifax defence 
lawyer Lyle Howe was found 
guilty of sexual assault in May 
in connection with a 2011 in¬ 
cident involving a 19-year-old 
woman. 

During an appearance Tues¬ 
day at Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court in Halifax to confirm a 
date for Howe’s sentencing, his 
lawyer, Phil Star, asked Justice 
Joseph Kennedy what specific 
facts will be used to determine 
his ruling. 

“This is somewhat of a 
unique case in that you don’t 
hear the deliberations or the 


reasoning of the juiy, other 
than ‘guilty’ or ‘not guilty,”’ 
Star told reporters outside of 
court Tuesday. 

Lawyers on both sides will 
be preparing sentencing rec¬ 
ommendations. 


While the Crown has previ¬ 
ously stated it will be seeking 
federal prison time, sentencing 
on a sexual assault case can 
range from probation to a max¬ 
imum of 10 years in prison. 

“We have a new lawyer 


involved after the verdict 
has been reached on a fairly 
complex trial, that took some 
amount of time,” explained 
Crown Darcy MacPherson. 

“It’s a fair question to ask 
what will be the foundation for

the sentencing the judge will 
be relying on.” 

The juiy also found Howe 
not guilty of administering a 
stupefying drug, which raised 
questions about whether the 
complainant was conscious or 
not during the time of the in¬ 
cident. 

Star asked the judge wheth¬ 
er this issue would factor into 
sentencing. 

“The juiy has further found 
that Mr. Howe knew that there 
was not consent,” said Justice 
Kennedy. 

“Why the complainant 
was not in a position to give 
consent, did not consent, is of 
some interest I suppose, but is 
certainly not essential to the 
sentence.” 

Sentencing is set for July 30 
at 2 p.m. 


Cops ask for assistance in hunt for Beals 



Although Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice believe a murder suspect is 
still in the Halifax area, they’re 
not ruling out the possibility 
he has left the province. 

Major crime investigators 
laid a first-degree murder 
charge against Shilo Marcino 
Beals, 31, of Cherry Brook, in 
connection to the 2004 fatal 
shooting of Kevin James Bow¬ 
ser on Monday. 

“There’s information that 


he may be still in the Hali¬ 
fax area,” police spokesman 
Const. Pierre Bourdages said 
Tuesday. “We have tips, but 
nothing that has panned out.” 

The charges come at the 
same time as police have 
issued a nationwide warrant 
for Beals in the event that he 
may leave the province. 

“It’s always a possibility,” 
said Bourdages. “So, this Can¬ 
ada-wide warrant, it gives the 


power to any officer in Canada 
to arrest and detain Mr. Beals 
until our officers here can 
bring him back to Halifax.” 

Beals is known to police 
and is considered to be armed 
and dangerous. Police are 
looking for the public’s as¬ 
sistance in locating him, but 
police urge people not to ap¬ 
proach him. 

While police would not 
comment on Beals’ histoiy, 


the victim has been described 
as being a drug user who asso¬ 
ciated with drug dealers. 

The night before Bowser 
was shot dead in Uniaclce 
Square, it was reported that 
a crack-dealing associate had 
asked Bowser to stay with his 
girlfriend and children while 
he took a shotgun to settle a 
score.

Federal NDP Leader Thomas 
Mulcair said his party would 
like to increase its seat count 
in Nova Scotia and on the East 
Coast during the next federal 
election. 

Mulcair was in Halifax at¬ 
tending the Assembly of First 
Nations 34th Annual General 
Assembly on Tuesday, along 
with making some tour-type 
stops. 

He was flanked by Hali¬ 
fax MP Megan Leslie and 
Dartmouth-Cole Harbour MP 
Robert Chisholm to speak to 
media next to the HMCS Sack- 
ville on the Halifax waterfront. 

The only other Nova Scotia 
NDP member, Peter Stoffer, 


was absent. 

Mulcair indicated he’d like 
to increase the party’s ranks in 
Nova Scotia. 

“We have every intention 
of increasing our seat count in 
the next election,” he told re¬ 
porters on the docks of Halifax 
Harbour. 

“We think that Canadians 
deserve better. (We’re) telling 
Canadians that they deserve 
better than having to alternate 
between Conservative corrup¬ 
tion and going back to Liberal 
corruption.” 

Nova Scotians voted for 
a Liberal majority in the last 
provincial election, ousting its 
first provincial NDP govern¬ 
ment. 

Mulcair indicated it was 
the NDP’s “poor performance 
during the election,” and not 
its performance in govern¬ 
ment, which led to the loss. 

“It’s the poor performance 
in the election, because the 
actual government that Dar¬ 
rell Dexter put in place for 
the people of Nova Scotia did 
a veiy good job,” he said. “(He) 


did a great job of cleaning up 
the public finances that had 
been left in a lamentable state 
by the prior administration.” 

Mulcair added that there 
are a lot of things to learn 
from any election. 

“One of the lessons is you 
never let your adversary de¬ 
fine you,” he said. “I think that 
Darrell was doing such a ster¬ 
ling job he just assumed that 
a lot of people in Nova Scotia 
would see the great job that 
they had done. 

“But you also have to do 
your job of selling that, and 
maybe the other guys did a 
better job of attacking that re¬ 
cord than we did of selling it.”

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Chiefs back motion 
to elect new leader 


Assembly of First 
Nations. Meeting 
agrees issues such as 
education, aboriginal 
title need to be raised 
ahead of 2015 election 


A new chief for the Assembly 
of First Nations will be elect¬ 
ed in December, as many ab¬ 
original leaders agreed Tues¬ 
day there is a growing need to 
ensure native issues don’t fall 
off the national agenda ahead 
of a federal election next year. 

Many of the hundreds of 
chiefs at the annual meeting 
of the Assembly of First Na¬ 
tions in Halifax supported a 
motion to choose their leader 
at a special chiefs assembly 
in Winnipeg, saying issues 
including education and ab¬ 
original title need to be raised 
with the federal parties as 
they prepare for the October 
2015 vote. 


Other issues 


Resource development, fish¬ 
eries and the high number 
of murdered and missing 
aboriginal women are 
among some of the other 
issues that will be discussed 
at the three-day meeting, 
which concludes Thursday. 


“We really need a national 
chief to deal with the cur¬ 
rent government of Canada, 
to deal with Stephen Harper 
and to get ready for the fed¬ 
eral election that will be com¬ 
ing,” Roger Fobister, chief of 
Grassy Narrows First Nation 
in Ontario, told the meeting 
in Halifax. 

“We need someone to talk 
to the opposition, Justin Tru¬ 
deau, to see if he’s really a 
government in waiting.” 

Wilfred King, chief of Gull 
Bay First Nation in Ontario, 
echoed that position. 

“There are too many im¬ 


portant issues at stake here,” 
King said. “The organization 
as a whole requires someone 
at the helm to help guide and 
direct us.” 

The Assembly of First Na¬ 
tions has been without a lead¬ 
er since Shawn Atleo unexpect¬ 
edly stepped down in May, 
amid criticism for his support 
of proposed changes to federal 
legislation related to aborig¬ 
inal education. 

The federal government 
has since put the policy chan¬ 
ges on hold. 

Chief Wilf Adam of Lake 
Babine Nation in British Col¬ 
umbia spoke about the need 
to have a strong national 
voice following last month’s 
groundbreaking Supreme 
Court decision to grant ab¬ 
original title for the first time 
in Canada. 

“It’s important that we 
have a national leader, espe¬ 
cially at this time, especially 
when we have a veiy import¬ 
ant case that was won,” said 
Adam, the Canadian press 


Necropsy reveals humans didn’t 
cause death of Port Hastings whale 


Human cause has been ruled 
out in the death of a 50-foot 
female fin whale that washed 
ashore near Port Hastings. 

The findings follow a nec¬ 
ropsy undertaken by the Mar¬ 
ine Animal Response Society 
on Saturday on Janvrin Island 
off Isle Madame, after the ani¬ 
mal’s remains were towed to 
the Richmond County com¬ 
munity by the Nova Scotia De¬ 
partment of Natural Resources. 

“We didn’t see any evidence 
of gear entanglement, which 
typically for an animal that 


size you would have abrasions 
cutting into its skin,” said An¬ 
drew Reid, response co-ordin¬ 
ator with the society. 

“We removed its blubber, 
the muscle and examined all 
of its bones, and there was no 
indication of broken bones or 
hemorrhaging that would be 
a sign that it was struck by a 
vessel.” 

While an acute human 
cause was ruled out, he said 
there could have been a long¬ 
term injuiy. However, due to

“History would show 
that people think you have 
to be affiliated with a party 
to do your job — that’s not 
the case,” he said. 

Porter resigned from the 
PC Party in mid-June, citing 
differences with Leader Ja¬ 
mie Baillie as the primary 
reason for his decision to 
serve as an independent 
MLA. 

The same day Porter an¬ 
nounced his move away 
from the PC caucus, Baillie 
issued a news release ac¬ 
cusing Porter of missing a 
number of meetings since 
the election in October. 

Porter described Baillie’s 
release as “fabricated.” 

He said he missed some 
meetings in Halifax due to 
health issues, and that the 
caucus had been made aware. 

He added that he partici¬ 


pated in several meetings 
via conference calls. 

Now that some time has 
passed, Porter said he has 
no question he made the 
right decision. 

“I have been over¬ 
whelmed by the support 
that I’ve had,” he said. 

Porter has won three 
consecutive elections. 

He managed to secure 
the Hants West seat for the 
Tories in both NDP and Lib¬ 
eral surges that resulted in 
majority governments. 

Lori Turnbull, a political 
science professor at Dal- 
housie University, said con¬ 
stituency work will be key 
for Porter in the years lead¬ 
ing up to the next election. 

“If he wants to get re¬ 
elected he’s really going to 
have to beat the bushes in 
terms of convincing people 
that he’s going to be able to 
do as much as he ever could 
and he’s still the best per¬ 
son,” she said.

Border Patrol agents on Tues¬ 
day after they detained him 
at a Texas airport. 

Border Patrol spokesman 
Omar Zamora said Vargas was 


stopped going through secur¬ 
ity at the airport in McAllen, 
just across from the Mexico 
border. A spokeswoman for 
Define American, Vargas’ ad¬ 
vocacy group, confirmed his 
release Tuesday afternoon. 

It is common for the Bor¬ 
der Patrol to release people 
on their own recognizances, 
with notices to appear in 
court later. With such notices, 
people can generally travel 
throughout the U.S. without 
being detained again. 

Vargas had been visiting 
the border city for several 
days as part of a vigil to high¬ 
light the plight of unaccom¬

Nathan O’Brien’s mother isn’t 
giving up hope her little boy 
will still come home — even 
as police formally charged a 
man in what’s become a tri¬ 
ple-murder case. 

Jen O’Brien told Metro 
Tuesday that police haven’t 
shared the evidence they’ve 
gathered that gives them con¬ 
fidence five-year-old Nathan 
and his grandparents, Alvin 
and Kathryn Liknes, are dead. 

“At this point, I don’t know 
what that evidence is; nobody 
knows what that evidence is,” 
she said. “They won’t tell us, 
but we do know that it’s not 
time for us to lose hope. 


“I can’t and I won’t until 
we know for sure.” 

Douglas Garland has been 
charged with two counts 
first-degree murder and one 
count of second-degree mur¬ 
der — the latter charge re¬ 
lates to the presumed death 
of Nathan. 

The nature of the charges 
indicate that police believe 
the accused premeditated the 
murders of the Liknes couple 
but not that of the five-year- 
old, who’d been staying over 
at his grandparents’ Parkhill 
home on June 29. 

When Jen O’Brien re¬ 
turned the following mor¬ 
ning to retrieve her son, nei¬ 
ther Nathan nor her parents 
were anywhere to be found. 

“I’m so hopeful that my 
little boy’s going to come 
home,” she said. “I hope and 
pray that anybody that was 
involved actually speaks up 
and has it in their hearts be¬ 
cause Nathan wasn’t involved 
in this.” 

Police have said a violent 
incident occurred inside the 


home and that the missing 
trio didn’t leave voluntarily. 

The Parkhill home was 
searched during the two-weelc 
investigation, as were an Air¬ 


drie acreage owned by Gar¬ 
land’s parents and multiple 
Calgary landfill sites. 

On Monday, Calgary Police 
Chief Rick Hanson broke the 


news that although no bod¬ 
ies have been recovered, his 
investigators have gathered 
enough evidence to lay the 
three murder charges.

Douglas Robert Garland’s 
appearance is unassum¬ 
ing — a balding, 54-year-old 
man with glasses and an 
average build, someone 
most people would pass by 
without a second look. 

But for more than a 
week, he has been at the 
centre of a Calgaiy police 
probe into the mysterious 
disappearance of Alvin and 
Kathryn Liknes and their 
grandson, five-year-old 
Nathan O’Brien. 

Court records reveal 
an intelligent person, but 
someone who struggled 
with mental problems that 
led, at least in part, to a 
rather long criminal record. 

His convictions, how¬ 
ever, were for non-violent 
offences. 

Court documents show 
Garland was smart enough 
to get into medical school, 
evade police on drug 
charges for several years, 
get a job working in a 
laboratoiy without proper 
credentials and win a 
tax-court case against the 
federal government by act¬ 
ing as his own lawyer.

Israel resumes bombings in Gaza 
after Hamas rejects ceasefire plan

Israel resumed its heavy bom¬ 
bardment of Gaza on Tues¬ 
day and warned that Hamas 
“would pay the price” after the 
Islamic militant group rejected 
an Egyptian truce plan and in¬ 
stead unleashed more rocket 
barrages at the Middle Eastern 
state. 

Rocket fire from Gaza killed 
an Israeli man Tuesday, the first 
Israeli fatality in eight days of 
fighting. In Gaza, 197 people 
have been killed and close to 
1,500 wounded, Palestinian of¬ 
ficials said, making it the dead- 
best Israel-Hamas confronta¬ 
tion in just over five years. 

Hamas officials rejected 
the current Egyptian plan on 
Tuesday, noting they weren’t 
consulted by Cairo. Some por¬ 
trayed the truce offer as an ulti¬ 
matum presented to Hamas by 
Israel and Egypt. 

The officials said the Egyp¬ 
tian plan offered no tangible 
achievements, particularly on 
easing the border blockade that 
has been enforced by Israel and 
Egypt to vaiying degrees since 
2007. The Egyptian proposal, 


initially accepted by Israel, had 
been the first attempt to end 
the fighting but unraveled in 
less than a day. Hamas does not 
consider Egypt’s current rul¬ 
ers — who deposed a Hamas- 
friendly government in Cairo a 
year ago — to be fair brokers. 

In an evening address aired 
five on TV, Israeb Prime Minis¬ 


ter Benjamin Netanyahu said 
that after Hamas’ rejection of 
the truce, Israel had “no choice” 
but to respond more forcefully. 

“Hamas chose to continue 
fighting and wib pay the price 
for that decision,” he said. 
“When there is no ceasefire, 
our answer is fire.”

Parents and schoolmates of 
the 219 schoolgirls held cap¬ 
tive by Boko Haram extrem¬ 
ists refused at the last minute 
Tuesday to meet with Nigeria’s 
President Goodluclc Jonathan. 

“It now appears that our 
fight to get the girls of Chibolc 
back is not only a fight against

venting the campaigners from 
attending a scheduled meet¬ 
ing with the Senate president, 
said Rotimi Olawale, co-found¬ 
er of Youth Hub Africa.

At least 21 killed in 
subway derailment 

A subway train derailed 
Tuesday deep below Mos¬ 
cow’s streets, twisting and 
mangling crowded rail cars 
during the morning rush 
hour. At least 21 people 
were killed and 136 more 
were hospitalized, Russian 
officials said. 


It was unclear what 
caused the derailment. Of the 
136 people hospitalized, at 
least 42 were in grave condi¬ 
tion, officials said.

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Riding changes affect neighbourhoods

Polling expert breaks 
down Election 
Canada's new federal 
riding boundaries 



Many voters in the 2015 fed¬ 
eral election are going to find 
their riding has changed — it 
may have a new name, new 
geography and new political 
context. 

The federal ridings were 
redrawn to take population 
changes into account, grow¬ 
ing from 308 ridings in the 
2011 election to the 338 there 
will be in the 2015 election. 

To help the public under¬ 
stand the political effect of 
the new ridings, Elections 
Canada “transposed” results 
of the 2011 election onto the 
new riding boundaries, as¬ 
signing the votes cast in each 
riding to the one where the 
voter would have belonged if 
the new boundaries had been 
in effect at the time. 



This map shows the new riding boundaries in Nova Scotia. The map is colour-coded to match the vote transposition 
calculations for the 2011 election done by Elections Canada, where blue indicates Progressive Conservative, red 


indicates Liberal and Orange indicates NDP. INSET: The chart contrasts three scenarios: The actual 2011 election, the 


likely result of the 2011 election if the votes had been transposed to the new ridings, and threehundredeight.com’s

To help readers see how it 
affects their community and 
the country as a whole, Metro 
has mapped out the trans¬ 
posed results from Elections 
Canada. By zooming into a 
neighbourhood on this map, 


you can click between what 
really happened in 2011 and 
what would have happened 
with the new ridings. 

Eric Grenier, the polling 
expert who runs threehun- 
dredeight.com, said Elec¬ 


tions Canada found the new 
boundaries would have bene¬ 
fited the Conservative Party 
— which would have won 22 
of the 30 new ridings. It was 
a fair process run by non¬ 
partisan commissions that 


took input from the public, 
he said. 

“The (Conservatives) al¬ 
ready had the most seats, 
so they were proportionally 
going to get the most and 
also most of the seats were 
created in some of the fast¬ 
growing suburban parts of 
the country where the Con¬ 
servatives did veiy well in 
2011,” he said. “It’s not a case 
of the sort of gerrymandering 
we see in the United States.” 

A lot has changed politic¬ 
ally since 2011. Grenier pre¬ 
dicts an 
election 
held now 
would see 
the Con¬ 
servatives 
win 129 seats — significantly 
fewer than the 188 seats the 
2011 vote transposition map 
shows. The Liberals would 
win 166 seats today, the NDP 
90, the Greens 2 and the Bloc 
Quebecois 1. 

“The biggest change has 
been, of course, the fact that 
the Liberals are now polling 
close to double what they had 
in 2011 and the Conserva¬ 
tives have dropped about 10 
points and the NDP about

None of the federal ridings 
would have changed hands 
in Nova Scotia, which saw 
Progressive Conservatives 
and Liberals each win four 
seats, and the NDP three. In 
Halifax, the NDP took three 
of the four ridings, with the 
Liberals grabbing the other. 


eight points from the last 
election,” said Grenier. “So, 
obviously when you see a 
swing of that magnitude, a 
lot of seats have the potential 
to change hands.” 

The changed boundaries 
should have the most impact 
in Saskatchewan, said Greni¬ 
er. “The ridings used to be a 
mix of urban and rural, so you 
had these ridings that went 
into downtown Saskatoon 
and then stretched out to the 
borders with Manitoba, and 
now you have actual urban 
ridings in Saskatchewan — in 
Saskatoon and Regina — and 
the NDP could win a few of 
those ridings, where in the 
last election all but (Liberal) 
Ralph Goodale’s riding went 
Conservative.”

Parliament. Lawmakers 
push bill requiring phone 
and Internet companies

British lawmakers debated the 
balance between privacy and 
security Tuesday during an un¬ 
usual one-day session designed 
to rush an online surveillance 


bill through Parliament. 

A series of government and 
opposition legislators spoke 
in the House of Commons to 
condemn the Data Retention 
and Investigatoiy Powers Bill, 
which requires phone and Inter¬ 
net companies to store call and 
search records for a year. 

Home Secretaiy Theresa 
May said the data is “vital in the 
fight against crime and the fight 
against terrorists.” 

But Labour lawmaker Jeremy 
Corbyn called the bill “a massive 


piece of intrusion into people’s 
lives,” and Conservative David 
Davis said the legislation was in¬ 
trusive and ill-conceived. 

“While this may be law by 
the end of the week, it may be 
junk by the end of the year,” 
Davis said. 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron announced the emergency 
legislation last week, saying 
without it telecommunications 
providers would start deleting 
the information.

From ethically void to 
searching for justice 



Orphan Black. Sci-fi show 
gets Emmy snub yet again 


The Divide. Star of 
Scandal steps behind 
the camera for new 
show that examines 
holes in U.S. justice 


Tony Goldwyn has displayed 
a lack of ethics in the White 
House. As President Fitzgerald 
Grant on ABC’s hit melodrama 
Scandal, he has cheated on 
his wife right under her nose 
and even smothered a pesky 
Supreme Court justice on her 
sickbed. 

But in his behind-the-cam- 
era roles as producer, director 
and writer, Goldwyn is expos¬ 
ing the ethical minefields of 
the justice system in a fine new 
drama The Divide. 

This eight-episode series, 
which premieres on WE tv 
on Wednesday (9 p.m. EDT), 
teams Goldwyn with fellow 
creator and producer Richard 
LaGravenese (writer of last 
year’s HBO film Behind the 
Candelabra), who penned the 
two-hour debut. 

Inspired by the real-life In¬ 
nocence Project (which works 
to exonerate wrongfully con¬ 
victed people through DNA 
testing), The Divide focuses on 
a young Philadelphia lawyer 
named Christina Rosa, who 
has joined the Innocence In¬ 
itiative and become obsessed 
with winning a last-ditch ap¬ 
peal for a white inmate soon 
facing execution for the mur¬ 
der of a black family. 

As Christina (series star 
Marin Ireland) and her boss 
(Paul Schneider) probe incon¬ 
sistencies in the case, they butt 
heads with the city’s charis¬ 
matic African-American dis¬ 


trict attorney (Damon Gupton), 
even as he begins to acknow¬ 
ledge problems with the racial¬ 
ly charged verdict, which vault¬ 
ed him to prominence a dozen 
years ago but, if it came apart 
now, could be his undoing. 

“In the past,” Goldwyn says, 
“I had assumed that if some¬ 
one’s in prison, they probably 
did it. I didn’t realize how 
much grey area there is in our 
justice system, and how many 
cracks catch people without 
money and influence. On the 
show, we tiy to come to terms 
with the ambiguity of human 
nature,” adds LaGravenese. “In 
the Writers Room, I said, ‘Let’s 
get rid of words like good and 
bad.’ That’s not what our show 
is about.” 

The two first worked 
together when LaGravenese 


did a script rewrite for the 
Goldwyn-directed 2010 film 
Conviction, which starred Hil- 
aiy Swank in a dramatization 
of an actual Innocence Project 
case. When that was done, says 
Goldwyn, “I wanted to explore 
the Innocence Project further. I 
thought a TV series would be a 
great way.” 

After months of hashing 
out ideas, then crafting a pro¬ 
posal for the series they con¬ 
ceived, they landed a deal with 
the corporate parent of AMC to 
film a pilot. Time passed. Then 
so did AMC on the series. But a 
sister network, WE tv, stepped 
up. 

WE tv, in the midst of a 
network-wide rebranding, 
claimed The Divide as its first- 
ever scripted series — a hoped- 
for repeat of how, in 2007, a 


new drama called Mad Men 
heralded the revamping of 
AMC. 

Goldwyn and LaGravenese 
went back to work to beef up 
the narrative in preparation 
for adding and reshooting 
scenes for the pilot. Goldwyn 
had landed the original deal 
for The Divide before commit¬ 
ting to Scandal, but despite 
those “presidential” duties 
(which he resumes for season 
four later this month), he says 
the show was generous in giv¬ 
ing him freedom to develop 
The Divide. 

And when Scandal took a 
two-month hiatus in the mid¬ 
dle of last season, Goldwyn was 
able to head to Toronto, where 
he directed the first two epi¬ 
sodes of The Divide as it sprang 
to life again, the associated press 


There are no Emmy nomina¬ 
tions for sci-fi critical darling 
Orphan Black once again this 
year, but the show’s cast and 
crew can take solace in the on¬ 
line outrage that followed the 
snub. 

New York magazine’s 
Vulture blog tries to explain 
why star Tatiana Maslany was 
passed over yet again and notes 
that Emmy voters traditionally 
don’t give the time of day to 
sci-fi fare, favouring big, hyped 
dramas. 

“Maslany may be a super- 
star shape-shifter in your 
heart, but picking up votes in 
the drama categories is notori¬ 
ously difficult unless you’re on 
a prestige show, or in the case 
of Scandal’s Keny Washington, 
the hottest show on television,” 
says Vulture. “Maslany has on¬ 
line buzz by the boatload, and 
famous outspoken champions 
like Damon Lindelof and Pat¬ 
ton Oswalt, but none of that 
adds up to actual star power. 

“But take heart, Orphan 
Black fans. Tatiana Maslany is 
in good company: Emmy vot¬ 
ers ignored Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer’s Sarah Michelle Gellar 
for years.”

best female monster yet.” 

Orphan Black lulls the view¬ 
er into thinking Helena is just 
a mishmash of horror villain 
tropes before revealing some¬ 
thing much deeper, argues the 
magazine. 

“In Orphan Black, the vic¬ 
tim becomes the monster be¬ 
comes the victim again with 
bewildering and humorous 
ease. Just when you think 
you’ve settled, the camera 
cocks its head, says ‘Don’t be a 
baby,’ and refuses to let things 
be so simple. The camera con¬ 
founds our relationship to Hel¬ 
ena by seesawing the horror 
script, and in doing so, makes 
us rethink what a female 
monster can be. You’re forced 
to shift your sympathies on a 
shot-by-shot basis.”

A few dozen more steps 
and you’ve reached the 
level of Niagara Falls — and 
the relief that despite being 
a little light-headed, you’re 
going to make it to the 
top of the ride called 
“Verriickt” — German for 
“insane.” 

From a distance, the 
waterslide at the edge of 
Schlitterbahn Waterparlc, 
about 25 kilometres west of 
downtown Kansas City, Mo., 
doesn’t look so scary. 

Even from just below 
the 51-metre structure, it’s 
easy to dismiss the steep¬ 
ness of the first plunge if 
you’ve not been to the top 
and watched nervously 
as the gate opens and your 
raft starts creeping to the 
edge. 

But the steady screams 
of grown men and women 
clinging to their rafts as 
they nosedive through 
bursts of water are proof 
this ride is anything but 
tame. 

Before being allowed to

climb the stairs to Verriickt, 
two or three riders at a time 
step onto a scale to make 
sure their combined weight 
isn’t over 550 pounds. 

A park worker then 
reads a two-page list that’s 
as much a warning as it is 


a disclaimer that Verriickt 
isn’t for the faint of heart 
(or anyone who is over¬ 
weight, has a history of 
back problems or is preg¬ 
nant). 

Among the warnings de¬ 
livered to riders before they 


up and flown over the edge, 
destroying upon its impact 
with the ground both the 
vessel and the sandbag 
people it was carrying. 

Verriickt’s designer, Jeff 
Henry, says that he wore 
cowboy boots his first time 
down because if he was go¬ 
ing to die, he wanted to go 
with his boots on. 

The raft inches into pos¬ 
ition, and all you see is the 
sky. 

It’s the scariest part so 
far, the feeling of moving 
closer to the drop. 

That plunge goes fast, 
up to 112 kilometres per 
hour. So fast that water 
shoots up over the sides of 
the raft. 

By the time you open 
your eyes — a matter of 
seconds — you’ve reached 
the bottom and your mind 
gropes for an explanation of 
what just happened. 

You’ll feel elated that 
you’ve just had the guts 
to conquer what Henry 
calls “the baddest ride ever 
built.”

expected of any good mentor. 

Call him an e-mentor. 

Standish is one of more 
than 800 Canadian profession¬ 
als who have offered to give 
long-distance career tips and 
encouragement to some of 
Canada’s most far-flung north 
em students through a non¬ 
profit program called Dream¬ 
Catcher Mentoring. Dream¬ 
Catcher matches students with 
professionals in their “dream 
careers.” 

It’s like e-dating, only with 
mentors. 

“She had lots of great ques¬ 
tions, from ‘What do you do in 
an average day?’ to ‘How hard 
do you have to study?”’ said 


Standish, who would send the 
student information on eveiy- 
thing from scholarships to in¬ 
dividual engineering schools. 
He was pleased when his long¬ 
distance protege signed up for 
an introductory program at 
the University of Waterloo for 
students keen on engineering. 

Some 1,500 students from 
across the Yukon, Northwest 


Territories and Nunavut have 
taken part in the program over 
the past decade, ever since To¬ 
ronto cancer researcher and 
entrepreneur Josh Silvertown 
launched it as a way to tackle 
high dropout rates in Canada’s 
North. About half of the par¬ 
ticipants are aboriginal stu¬ 
dents. 

The program has been so 


successful — the Yukon depart¬ 
ment of education said about 
94 per cent of participants 
seem to stay in school — that 
he has given it to Big Brothers 
and Big Sisters of Canada to 
manage and expand this fall. 

“We wanted to find a way 
to empower students in the 
North to understand the re¬ 
wards of staying in school — 
and eveiyone can benefit from 
a mentor,” said Silvertown. 

He said giving his non¬ 
profit to another non-profit is 
a case study in altruistic amal¬ 
gamation, something that 
more of Canada’s 100,000 non¬ 
profits might consider as they 
compete for public support. 

Grade 10 student Han¬ 
nah Pater of Whitehorse was 
matched up with a marine 
biologist from the Maritimes, 
who she says “was really 
helpful explaining the var¬ 
iety of areas you can go into 
— Coast Guard, crustaceans, 
seaweed ... 

“I’ve always been interested 
in the ocean, but I thought of 
marine biology as one big field, 
and she helped me straighten 
out my path,” said Hannah.

Facing the feedback 


Reviewing your review 
strategy. What's the 
best way to receive 
constructive criticism 
from your supervisor?

The annual performance re¬ 
view can be nerve-wracking 
for even the most confident of 
employees. And according to 
a new book by Harvard Law 
professors Douglas Stone and 
Sheila Heen, many managers 
say they hate giving feedback. 
So how can workplaces break 
this vicious cycle? Douglas 
Stone shares these suggestions. 

Go into the meeting prepared 

“Ask yourself: What’s the 
worst that can happen?” says 
Stone. “We often have a ten¬ 
dency to exaggerate the ex¬ 
tent of the feedback. Let’s say 
I tell you, ‘You are singing off- 
key.’ In your head, you might 
be thinking, ‘He’s saying that 
I’m awful and that I might 
never get another job.’ But all 
I’m really saying is that you 
are singing off-key.” 



Remember that a performance 
review is intended to be helpful, 
rather than hurtful, istock 


Ask for specifics 

The term “feedback” is so broad 
that supervisors may not know 
where to start. “Instead, just 
ask for one thing,” Stone says. 
“Say you are trying to get bet¬ 
ter in general, and ask if there 
is one thing that you should 
work on.” 

Say what you mean 

Managers should try to be as 
clear as possible when giving 
feedback, says Stone. “Take an 
employee who is told some¬ 
thing like, ‘You have to be as¬ 
sertive,’ or ‘Take more initia¬ 
tive.’ Those kinds of phrases 
don’t have independent mean¬ 


ing.” Instead, he suggests that 
managers give an example of 
what they’d like to see. 

Take the feedback in good 
faith 

Stone says that there are two 
reactions most people have to 
feedback. 

“No. 1 is that it is upsetting,” 
he says. 

“No. 2 is that it is wrong. 
(So) the question is: Is it wrong 
or not? We dismiss feedback 
because we believe it is wrong. 
Let’s say someone says you are 
aloof, and you think ‘I’m not 
aloof, I talk to my co-worlcers.’ 
It’s important to think of what 
else that could mean. Ask 
yourself, ‘Am I aloof with the 
clerical staff? Am I aloof with 
supervisors?”’ 

Know yourself 

If you think you may have a 
tendency to take feedback veiy 
personally, Stone says it’s im¬ 
portant to take a step back. 

“It’s knowing your own pat¬ 
terns of behaviour and being 
aware that we exaggerate (the 
severity of the criticism).” 

As for readers who feel like 
a bad performance review is 
the end of the world, he says 
they should do this veiy simple 
thing: “Ask yourself, am I al¬ 
ways going to feel that way?”

Gardens are brimming with 
vegetables that are ready 
to be picked and grilled to 
enjoy in every way possible. 

If you don’t have a garden 
full of veggies, be sure to 
head to the farmer’s market 
to pick up some of these de¬ 
licious ingredients. 

It is a special time of year 
when we can see and smell 
all the wonders that grow 
around us. Fresh herbs are 
in abundance as well, so feel 
free to add extra to enjoy 
that summer flavour. 

Using spaghetti for this 
pasta salad gives it a fun kid 
appeal while adults will love 
the colour and flavour of the 
grilled vegetables. 

You can enjoy this salad 
warm or cold. If you love 
vinegar, add an extra splash 
before serving it cold. 

1. In a pot of boiling water, 
cook spaghetti for about 8 
minutes or until al dente. 
Drain and rinse with cold 
water. Drain well and place 
in large bowl. 


2. In another large bowl, 
toss sliced carrots, sliced 
eggplant, quartered orange 
and yellow pepper and sliced 
zucchini with oil to coat. 

3. Place on greased grill 
with cobs of corn over 
medium high heat for about 
10 minutes, turning once or 
until tender and golden. 

4. When they have cooled 
enough to handle, place all 


of the grilled vegetables 
on a cutting board and cut 
them into bite-size pieces. 
Add the vegetables to the 
bowl of spaghetti. 

5. In a small bowl, whisk 
together the vinegar, vege¬ 
table broth, pesto and 
freshly ground black pep¬ 
per. Pour over the vegetable 
and spaghetti mixture, add 
fresh basil and toss to coat 
evenly. 


Cooking tips 


Here are some ways to 
make this salad work for 
you. 


• Take it to go. This is a 
great salad to tote along 
on a picnic or bring 
out for a family gather¬ 
ing this summer. I also 
like to keep it in the 
fridge and for lunch add 
leftover grilled chicken, 
shrimp or salmon.

Tiger returns to new 

course with new game 



British Open Woods 
facing deeper field 
in campaign to end 
six-year major drought 


Tiger Woods was an hour into 
his practice round Tuesday 
at the British Open when he 
stood on the fifth tee with a 
foreign object in his hand. 

In golf vernacular, it’s called 
a driver. 

Woods smashed it into the 
wind on the 528-yard hole and 
didn’t need to watch where it 
landed to realize it was in the 
middle of the fairway. Later 
in the round, he hit another 
driver off the tee. That’s twice 
as many as he hit over 72 holes 
when he won at Royal Liver¬ 
pool eight years ago. 

“This is a different golf 
course than what we played 
in ’06,” Woods said. “It was 
hot; ball was flying. It was veiy 
dusty. Now we’re making ball 
marks on the greens, which we 


weren’t doing then.” 

So much has changed in so 
many areas. 

Royal Liverpool, green and 
thick this time around, is still 
a firm and bouncy test of links 
golf. But it’s nothing like it was 
in 2006, when the fairways 
were so baked and brown that 


Woods hit only one drive in 
four rounds. That was on the 
16th hole of the first round, 
and the ball wound up in the 
17th fairway. He still made 
birdie. 

But it’s not just the golf 
course. 

Woods is not the same play¬ 


er, having gone through three 
operations since — two on his 
left knee, the most recent sur¬ 
gery March 31 on his back. He 
used to win majors at a rate 
slightly better than one per 
year. Now he has gone six years 
without, dating to his 14th at 
Torrey Pines at the 2008 U.S. 
Open. 

And the biggest change 
might be the guys who are tiy- 
ing to beat him. 

Even though Woods is com¬ 
ing off a five-win season, he no 
longer is the strongest, biggest 
or longest player. Nineteen 
players have won majors since 
his last one. 

“I think it gets harder eveiy 
year just because the field gets 
deeper — more guys with a 
chance to win. What did we 
have, 16, 17 straight first-time 
winners?” Woods said, refer¬ 
ring to one stretch when there 
were no repeat champions in 
16 straight majors. “It’s getting 
harder to win. The margin is so 
much smaller.”

“There’s 
certainly in my case no hard 
or angiy feeling toward Mont¬ 
real. We tried to keep a team 
there. It’s a long stoiy now. 
But I thought that was mar¬ 
velous.”

Review. Lincoln’s MKZ 
Hybrid takes a different 
path to luxury

It’s hard to feel soriy for an 
inanimate object, especially 
for something as neat-oh and 
cool looking as this sophisti¬ 
cated 2014 Lincoln MKZ Hy¬ 
brid. 

But whomever I met with 
this Lincoln during my week 
with it seemed to address it 
with a smidgeon of some¬ 
thing like discrimination — 
an ever-so-slightly turned up 
nose, if you will. They weren’t 
sold on the idea of a Lincoln 
as a premium automotive 
brand, and they wondered 


why hybrids are still being 
propagated as a desirable 
technology, especially in a 
luxuiy automobile. 

Well, after my week, that 
dual underdog aspect of the 
Lincoln was just another 
thing that endured me to this 
luxury hybrid. It’s far from 
perfect, but overall it’s a great 
ride, with great looks and 
super fuel economy — 4.2 
L/100 1cm city and highway. 

A new and powerful lith¬ 
ium-ion batteiy pack meant 
Lincoln could upgrade the 
electrical motivation and 
move to a smaller (2.0-litre) 
gasoline engine. 

Though it launches well, 
the combined 188 horse¬ 
power is not going to win 
you many street races. But to 
those of you who don’t neces¬ 
sarily equate luxuiy with the 
zoom factor, you’ll be perfect¬ 


ly happy motoring around, es¬ 
pecially if your priority is fuel 
economy and/or not having a 
big ecological footprint. 

Yes, all Lincolns are based 
on a Ford. But Ford is making 
decent stuff these days. MKZ 
is based on the Ford Fusion 
and both exhibit excellent 
handling characteristics. As 


a Lincoln, MKZ also benefits 
from a system called Lincoln 
Drive Control, which continu¬ 
ally adjusts the suspension, 
the electric power steering 
feel and ratio, and a noise- 
suppression technology. 

Note, however, that the 
MKZ is prioritized for spirited 
handling. The ride is surpris¬ 


ingly firm and controlled — 
it’s not a couch on wheels like 
Lincolns of yore. 

I thought the steering be¬ 
come too light, too fast when 
braking to stop, but other¬ 
wise the Drive Control was 
unobtrusive and effective. 

The bigger caveat is the 
finicky nature of the touch- 
sensitive sliders and buttons 
on the instrument panel. It 
takes too much brainpower to 
do simple things like tune the 
radio and turn the fan down. (I 
know rotary knobs don’t look 
or feel high-techy, but you 
know what? THEY WORK.) 

The distinctive way the 
rear of the cabin is styled is an 
acquired taste. It also makes 
ingress and egress and the 
rear seating area a bit smaller 
than it might have been. But I 
love the way the front of the 
car looks. Very classy.

Bamboo better than carbon fibre? 


More frugal Ferraris will maintain performance 


Shift points 


Even before it has really taken off as a deeply ingrained construction material 
in mass-production automobiles, carbon fibre’s day might already have come 
and gone ... eclipsed by bamboo. California surfboard manufacturer Gaiy Young 
argues that with the right approach, bamboo can be used in many applications 
in the auto industiy “where its performance qualities can better carbon fibre’s.” 
He told Britain’s BBCAutos.com that bamboo fiber is in most cases just as 
strong as carbon, much cheaper to buy and more environment friendly. Hailed 
for its incredible light weight and strength, carbon fibre is still expensive to 
make in large pieces and quantities, requires copious energy to manufacture, is 
not recyclable and uses toxic chemicals in its production, all text wheelbase media 



Having curbed its fleet-wide carbon dioxide emissions by almost 40 per 
cent since 2007, Ferrari says it figures it can achieve a further 20 per 
cent reduction by 2021, using primarily smaller engines with turbo¬ 
charging and hybrid technologies. “We want to use all the available 
technologies to reduce emissions by three per cent each year, which 
means approximately 20 per cent by 2021,” Ferrari powertrain director 
Vittorio Dini told industiy reporter Automotive News recently. Ferrari 
will add turbochargers to all of its V8 models and gas-electric hybrid 
systems to all of its V12s. None of that will make a difference in the 
big picture — Ferrari sold 7,318 cars in 2012 — but it’s good to see the 
automaker’s storied engineering muscle contribute to file cause.

It takes a great deal of 
time, work, and money to 
redesign a car, but even as 
a new model comes to mar¬ 
ket, auto companies are 
busy updating it. 

“The competition is 
fierce,” says Kevin Hunter, 
president of Calty Design 
Research, Toyota’s design 
studio in California. “But 
we always have to consid¬ 
er the customer when we 
‘move the needle.’” 

Generally, brand-new 
models are introduced, 
“refreshed” about halfway 
through their life cycle, and 
then completely redesigned 
again as all-new. 

In the past, the refresh 
would usually be minor and 
take a few years, but many 
automakers are now up¬ 
dating their models sooner, 
and more extensively, to 
stay competitive. Hunter’s 
team has sent out a Toyota 
Camry for 2015 that uses 
the 2014 model’s platform 
and engine, but with rad¬ 
ically updated interior and 
exterior styling. 

Refreshed styling is ac¬ 
tually far more difficult 
than creating a car from 
scratch, 

Hunter says, because de¬ 
signers have to work within 
the constraints of the cur¬ 
rent car, including its over¬ 
all size, shape, and interior 
configuration. 

At the same time, the re¬ 
design has to be extensive 
enough that buyers can tell 
at a glance that the vehicle’s 
been changed. 

Even as they alter the 
car’s appearance, designers 
have to maintain the integ¬ 
rity of the original engin¬ 
eering.

Altering the vehicle’s 
aerodynamics can negative¬ 
ly affect its fuel economy, 
while new curves or shapes 
have to meet the realities of 
mass production, and any 
changes to the steering or 
suspension must be exten¬ 
sively tested. 

Automakers don’t take 
redesigns lightly, as they’re 
very expensive. 

In addition to the costs 
of design and engineering, 
production facilities have 
to be retooled to make the 
new parts, and suppliers 
have to accommodate the 
updated designs. 

A redesigned model also 
goes through the same 
launch process as an all- 
new model. 

The company has to pro¬ 
duce new advertising and 
commercials, print new 
brochures and sales materi¬ 
al for its dealers, update its 
website, and present the car 
to the media. 

Toyota says that most 
mainstream-model custom¬ 
ers only spend about 30 
days deciding which car to 
buy, and the company has 
to focus on advertising until 
there are enough of the new 
models on the road that 
these customers realize the 
car they knew before has 
been changed. 

“We start on the next 
one as soon as (the current 
one) hits the showrooms,” 
Hunter says. “We always 
try to go as far as we can, 
without getting so radical 
that the customer may not 
appreciate it.”

Most Canadians possess un¬ 
wavering confidence in their 
abilities behind the wheel. 
Similarly, they have a general 
distrust of others. 

A recent study from Envir- 
onics delved more deeply into 
drivers’ perceptions of one 
another and themselves. It fo¬ 
cused on habits, adherence to 
the rules of the road, and the 
commonality of accidents. The 
findings may surprise you: 

Not everyone pays attention 

Four in 10 drivers admit to oc¬ 
casionally being prone to dis¬ 
traction, though the majority 
of all those surveyed said they 
believe others are more dis¬ 
tracted than they are. 

Drivers have heavy right feet 

Almost 60 per cent of Can¬ 
adians admit to not obeying 
the speed limit. 


Experiencing an accident is 
more than likely 

Tellingly, the vast majority of 
respondents feel they drive 
very well, yet 76 per cent have 
been in at least one accident 
since first getting their license. 

Winter preparedness is a not 
a big priority 

While this countiy has a fam¬ 
ously harsh winter, one in four 
drivers lack winter tires and 
one third do not have an emer¬ 
gency safety kit. Naturally, 
nearly half do not have faith 
in the winter driving abilities 
of others. 

What does all of this mean? 
On the one hand, it illustrates 
our misplaced confidence in 
our own abilities and shows 
a disturbing lack of trust. 
However, it also highlights 
the importance of taking pre¬ 
cautions. 

“While we can’t entirely 
predict what will happen on 
the road, there are ways to 
safeguard ourselves,” says Greg 
McGill with Western Financial 
Group. “As the study shows, we 
can do simple things better, 
such as obeying speed limits, 
using winter tires and pack¬ 
ing emergency roadside kits, 
and of course making sure that 
our automobile insurance is as 
comprehensive and up-to-date 
as possible.” newscanada

You could call it a chauffeur 
service for kids. Modeled after 
ride-sharing service Uber, 
parents in the US can now 
hire out private drivers to pick 
their kids up from school or 
soccer practice when their 
schedules don’t permit.

inspection. Many are former 
caregivers such as teachers, 
nannies, counselors and 
nurses. To use, parents must 
first download the app to their 
smartphone and create an ac¬ 
count. Rides can be scheduled 
up to a week in advance or up 
to 48 hours ahead of time. 

Rates are calculated based 
on time and mileage.
